“We have complete confidence 
that Israel wlil continue to cooperate 
actively In punning peace In the 
Middle East," said qtokeeman Hod- 
ding Carter lH, noting that Israel 
Ambassador Slrneha Dlnitz had 
earlier on Friday Informed 
Secretary of State Qs^rua Vance of 
the same thing. Dlnitz and Vance 
met for abotti one hour for a dlaetu- 
alon of Egyptian President Sadat's 
visit to Washington and other Issues. 
The Dlnltz-Vance meeting had been 
set briore the Rabin withdrawal an- 
nouncement WSJ made. 

“We also do not expect thia search 
to be Interrupted by the working of 
the democratic process in Israel,” 
the apokeamon said.

Arabs view resignation 
as excuse to stall peace 


CAIRO. — Because the resignation of 
premier Yftxbok RaUn over on Il- 
legal bank account held In the U.S. Is 
incomprehensible in Arab eyes, it 
was being Interpreted In Arab coun- 
tries as an excuse to delay Mddle 
Bast peace efforts. 

As a legacy from the days of the 
caliphs, most Arabs expect their 
leaders to get rich on the job. The 
limousines, heUooptBn, palaces and 
other trappings of power ore taken as 
a matter of eo^lr8e. 

“This is a manoeuvre to delay 
mokiiig peace with the Arate,” sold 
an B^^sn official. "A1 Ahram,” 
Egypt’s leading newspaper, sold the 
aame thing. 

There was no official Egyptian 
comment la the resignation since 
President Anwar Sadat and top 
poUey-makers, as weU as the ex- 
ecutives of most newsp^ers, return- 
ed home only last night from a visit 
to Washington and a stopover In West 
Germany. 

However, Syrian and Jordanian 
newspapers emphasized that the 
resignation might impair c ur rent 


peace efforts In the hOddle East 
The Jordanian doily “A1 Dustour” 
said the resignation would provide 
Israel with an excuse to stall peace 
efforts. 

“AJ Sbaab” said in an editorial, 
“Rabin's resignation seems to herald 
a new Israel poUoy of procrastination 
In settling the IkQddle Bast crisia.” 
It reaffirmed the official Jordanian 
charge that “Israel locks a brave 
leadership that could use the 
language of peace in addressing 
Israeli public opinion.” 

The Syrian government newspaper 
“A1 Thawra” said the resignation “Is 
a new Unk in the chain of Israel's 
procrastination policy aimed at gain- 
ing time and avold^ the potis of 
peace.” (UPI, AP)

Thousands of pilgrims 
retrace Jesus’ steps

Thousands of pilgrims from 
around the world, many stumbling 
beneath the wefgh^of heavy wooden 
.crosses, on fVlday retraced Jesus* 
footsteps to Golgotha, the site of his 
erucifirion. Today these pilgiims 
will be celebrating Easter. Day, the 
festival of his resurrection. 

The narrow Via Dolorosa in the 
Old City of Jerusalem was thronged 
with thousands on Good Friday, vdth 
the pMgTitos pausing at the u 
stations of the cross (or devotions. 

The bells of the Crusader-built 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre echoed 
throughout the city as the faithful fil- 
ed through the dark hsii« ■ of the 
church, which eneompasaea the 
traditional site of Calvary and Jeaua* 
tomb. 


The solemn procession was led by 
G^eek Orthodox Archbishop Simon 
of Jerash. Greek Orthodox and 
Easters coincide once in four years, 
with the churches alternating at the 
procession's head. 

Black-garbed pilgrims from 
Greece and Qyprus mingled with 
Asians and Africans along the cobble 
route from the Praetonim, where 


Jesus was sentenced, to Calvary. 
One group of Americans was led by a 
priest in jeans and a university 
sweatshirt under his white clerical 
collar. 

Kinue Wefnstein lorites: 

Some 190 members of the Ethio- 
pian Orthodox Church arrived in 
Jerusalem on the eve of Good Prl* 
day. Dreased In white pabi. they join- 
ed the Via Dolorosa procession on 
Good FVlday and will participate in 
Easter services today on the roof of 
the Chureta of the Holy Sepulchre. 

Until 13 years ago, the traditional 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem was made 
on foot acroas the deserts of Sudan. 
Egypt and Sinai, beginning Im- 
mediately after Ouistmas in order 
to arrive in time for Easter. This 
year's pilgrims came on three 
different group flights. For most, 
this is the first visit to Israel and 
they will spend a week touring the 
country. 

The Ethiopian Orthodox keep a 
half-day Lenten fast during the 40 
days before Easter, during which 
they eat no meat, fish or dairy 
products, subsisting only on 
vegetarian food, taken In the after- 
noon.

PLO-Syrian pact in Lebanon 


dai^erous for Israel: Gur 


Agreement between the 
F’alestinlMis and the Syrians In 
Lebanon would bring “Israel's 
relations with Syria to a point of 
great danger. Chief of Staff 
Mordechai Gur said ye^rday . Rav- 
Aluf Gur said Israel "could not ig- 
nore” such an agreement, which 
could mean renewed terrorist activi- 
ty on the Lebanese border, and 
warned Syria to "weigh the matter 
thoroughly." f 

Speaking in an interview on the' 
Army Ra^. Gur said he does not 
believe the current battles between 
the Clirisflans and terrorists would 
have any great effect on the shape of 
things to come inside Lebanon.. Ekit, 
he added, they n^uld greatly in- 
fluence Israel’s future relations with 
Lebanon. 

Tlie Palestinians, according to 
Qur, are going through a severe 
military crisis while trying to 
change their political image. 

Recalling the "Greater Syria” 
dream of a country that would en- 
compass Lebanon, the Chief of Staff 
said that, whatever the results of the 
Lebanese turmoil, "All of us, not 
only the IDF, must presume that 
Syrian influence will predominate in 
Lebanon for quite a long time." He 
said the Syrians may act 
"intelligently" and form an ad- 
ministration that would allow them 
to influence every aspect of 
Lebanese life without appearing to 
be an occupying power. 

Asked about a possible Syrian 
threat to Israel from the Lebanese 
border. Gur said that in the short 
term. Syria's ability to conduct a 
full-scale war against Israel has 


been Impaired. The. 'Syrians could 
now attack both trom Lebanon and 
the Golan Heights, but with their 
scattered force they would be wary, 
of Israel's reaction, with Damascus 
not fully protected, he said. 

But Gur warned that the Syrians 
may chance a "limited” w§r for 
political aims. 

In the longer term, Gur believes 
that within a year or two, the Syrians 
can reinforce their (Solan force — 
DOW five diviriozis — with another 
division without diverting any forces 
from Lebanon. This, be said, would 
change their present weakness with 
scattered forces to additional 
strength. 

Asked about Sjrria's Increasingly 
closer relation with Jordan, the 
C!hief of Staff said the Syrians have 
reinforced their southern flai^ with 
additional forces, including mlssUes, 
to bolster the Jbrdanian army. Tlie 
Jordanian army, according to Gur, 
had undergone radical eludes and ' 
now stands at par with the IDF in 
mobility and flexibility.

Four held for blast at 
Jaffa police stakeout 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Four youths 
were arrested before dawn on Fri- 
day as suspects in an explosion that 
took place an hour earlier next to a 
Jaffa apartment used aa a police 
stakeout. They were remanded in 
custody for five days on Friday by 
to Te) ’Aviv Magistrate's Court. 

Police prosecutor Rav-Samal 
Yoaef Rotem claimed in court tnat 
the four were arrested because of in- 
formation in police hands that they 
had toreatened the owner of the 
apartment several times over its use 
as an information-gathering point 
for the police. They were piek^ up 
at 3 a.m. Friday, an hour and a 
quarter after the blast. 

A family with five children live in 
the apartment, which was seriously 
damaged in the explosion. The 
children bad to be extricated from 
their room, but none of them was 
hurt. A police sapper found-that the 
quarter-kilo explosive charge had 
been of army manufacture. 

ne prosecutor said fiiat a drug in- 
vestigation had been going on in the 
neighbourhood for some time, and 
that the police had set up stakeouts 
from this aparteent. The sn^ects,

U.S. scientists 
to Moscow for 
dissident seminar 


NEW YORK (JTA). — The Com- 
mittee of Concerned Scientists has 
announced that twelve eminent 
American scientists will travel to the 
USSR next week for a three-day 
scientific seminar. The seminar, en- 
titled "The many body problem and 
its applications in physics and other 
fields," is being organized by Soviet 
refuseniks and dissident scientists. 


Among the members of the Soviet 
organizing committee are Prof. 
Mark Azbil (chairman), Academi- 
cian Benjamin Levleh, Prof. 
Aleksandr Lemer. Prof. Ywl Orlov 
and Nobel Imzreate Andre Sakharov. 

The committee said that the Sovl^ 
organizers have found their scientifle 
careers greatly, restricted aa a result 
of having sought permission to 
emigrate or having been oittspofcen 
in defence of human rights. Most 
have been dismissed from their 
academic or research posts. 

They are denied access to scien- 
tific libraries and tbey are prevented 
from participating in scientific, con- 
ferences either in the USSR or 
a'broad. Soviet scientific journals wUl 
not publish their articles. In fact, 
systematic efforts have been made to 
remove the names of refusenik scien- 
tists from Soviet and Eastern Euro- 
pean scientific publications. Many of 
the refusenik and dissident scientists 
have lived in a state of limbo for 
more than five years.

And, 
since It files at over 6S0 k.pJu and at leas than lOO 
metres, it is virtually invulnerable to grouud gunfire or 
enemy anti-aircraft mtsaUea.. whkto cannot'be armed 
and locked on to it in time.

be easily switchedtonuclear, conventional, or'chemlcal 
warheads. 

It could Just as wen be deployed a g^nat

Carter renews Salt contacts 


GAIHOUN, Georgia. — President

Bonn claims that the agreement with 
Brasil contains ample safeguards to 
prevent the use of the plant's ouq;»it 
tor bombs and warheads.

LONDON (AP). — British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen, who is 
scheduled to leave today on a peace- 
seeking trip to Southern Africa, an- 
nounced on Friday tiiat be is setting 
up a probe of whether major oil com- 
panies have been flleg^y providing 
fuel to Rhodesia. 

British Petroleum, 70 per cent own- 
ed by tbe British govmunent, and 
Royal Dutch Shell are among those 
to be investigated about violations of 
Rhodesia sanctions, Owen said. 

Rhodesia, a British colony that 
broke away in 1965 and set up a white 
minority government, has been tbe 
target of UN sanctions. That means 
some UN membera agreed not to 
trade with Rhodesia as a means of 
putting pressure ou the white regime 
to give p o wei to blacks. In Britain 
these sanetions are given force by a 
1968 law. 

GuoUne is rationed in Rhodesia 
but there is no significant shortage. 
Landlocked Rhodesia has (me sym- 
pathetic neighbour in wMte-niled 
South Africa. 

Tbe probe la seen as an attempt to 
strengthen Britain's Image in black 
Africa as an effective mediator to 
end the guerrilla conflict in Rhodesia 
and ushw in a peaceful transfer to 
rule by tbe 20-to-l black maj<»lty.

Following an anti-religious film 
week in theatres across the capital, 
toe flood of entertainment led many 
cynical citizens, even obscrvcis of 
official atheism, to conclude that (he 
authorities hoped to tempt Russians 
away from church, particularly the 
young. 


They noted that- Soviet (Enemas' 
have not before offered midnight 
showings, and Orthodox services on 
Easter generally begin before 12 
p.m. and last until nearly dawn.

Jones," were mostly in outlying 
areas near churches. 

The television network featured a 
rook concert starring Cliff Richard 
of Rrftain, the first western-style pop 
singer to visit the Soviet tfoion.

day and it is not uncommon for 
Easter services to be .mohbed by 
non-believers, many of them in- 
toxicated.

WASHINGTON. — Marvin Kalb, the 
astute CBS news diplomatic cor- 
respondent. summed up Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s i^lt to 
Washington last week as something 
I of a “mixed bag.” Sadat, who held 
' talks wi^ President Carteroa Mon- 
day and Tuesday, left Washington 
without winning a U.S. pledge to 
provide him with the weapons he 
wants *- F-5E fighter bombers. Tow 
aati-tajik missiles and other elec- 
tronic equipment — and he also did 
not change Carter's mind about not 
dealing with the PLO until it 
recognises Israers right to exist and 
accepts UN Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338. “But his visit 
here was still something of a plus 
both for him and for the United 
States," KaZh said. “He and Presi- 
dent ^rter established a solid work- 
ing relationship." 

Kalb, as usual, seems to have hit 
the naU right on Its head. By all ac- 
counts. Carterand Sadat did hit it off 
personally — an Important develop- 
ment in the U.S.-sponsored effort to 
revive the Geneva Middle Blast 
peace talks during the second half of 
1977. The Sadat-Carter friendship, 
which has been highly publicized 
here, takes on added significance it 
one recalls that during the recent 
U.S. presidential campaipi. the 
Egyptian leader was rather un- 
diplomatic in letting it be known that 
he would prefer to see “ray friend 
Benzy” Kissinger remain on the job 
— meaning that Gerald Ford wotild 
have to be re-elected, 

“1 love your President,’’ Sadat told 
one of Carter’s aides shortly after 
completing more than five hours of 
talks with the American leader. And 
Sadat told ABC anchorwoman Bar- 
bara Walters that he now hae as 
close a relatfonship with Carter as he 
had had with t^singer. “Tes,” 
Sadat said, “and he (Carter) knows 


tills. I told him this." 

During the nationally-televised in- 
terview with Walters. Sadat added: 
“I must tell you quite frankly, after 
our first discussion and the second 
private one between me and him 
only for one and a half hours, the 
man has gone straight to my heart. I 
admire him, really." Carter hlaiaelt 
was only slightly less sycophantic in 
describing Sadat’s “sensitivity, his 
Intelligence, his vision and his 
courage.” 

Lavishing praise on one another 
was to be expected. But the degree to 
which the compliments were hurled 
Indicated to most observers here 
that Sadat and Carter really did like 
each other. 

This will certainly prove Impor- 
tant as the so-called ^ace proeeaa 
continues. Prime Bllnlster Yitzhak 
Rabin’s unexpected withdrawal 
from the Israeli political scene has 
tended to take attention away from 
the Sadat visit here. But aa the 
political dust settles in Israel. 
American officials are making it 
clear that they wlU be expecting a 
continued Israeli willingness to par- 
ticipate in the U.S. -mediated 
^alogue. 'Dierefore, a close assess- 
ment of the Sadat talks here — based 
on initial impressions by sources 
close to the President — is 
worthwhile. 

Sadat's public comments, often 
contradictory, were more confusing 
than enlightening. Newspaper 
headlines, following Sadat's Blair 
House press conference, reflected 
thin confusion: 

“Sadat deflates Carter peace 
balloon," screamed “The New York 
Dally News." 

"Sadat Jeans toward U.S.

NICOSIA. — A Cyprus settlement 
this year is “a definite possibility," 
said former U.S. Defence Secrete^ 
dark Clifford at the end of a fact- 
finding mission to Athens. Ankara 
and Nicosia, as Resident Garter’s 
emissary. But Greek Cypriots and 
Turkish Cypriots, who last week fail- 
ed to make progress In their resum- 
ed peace talks in Vienna, ore not so 

sure . 

~There have been liegofl^ona In 
the past, which dragged on for years 
only to end in-stalemate, and over- 
opfimistfe forecasts and statements 
are seen by experts as unrealistic. 

What makes the new neg^atlona 
appear more hopeful? 

Both sides, said Clifford, were now 
ready to table “positive, .construc- 
tive suggestions" Work hard 
towards a settlement. "I thi^ this is 
I good time for a settlement,*' he add- 
ed. 

The "breakthrough” in the Year- 
long stalemate in the talks came in 
late January when President 
Makarios had a surprise meetiag 
with Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash, their first encounter 
for some 14 years. At a second 
meeting, in February, in the 
presence of Waldheim, they agreed 
on a set of "guideUnes" for new 
negotiations. Waldheim hailed the 
“new spirit" between tbe two sides 
in Cyprus. The meeting was definite- 
ly an encouraging development 
wtuch provided new Impetus to ef- 
forts to end the two and half year 
state of war and reunite the divided 
strategic island in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

The American administration par- 
ticularly welcomed such a move, as 
it desires tbe restoration of good 
relations between Greece and 
Turkey in order to restabUise the 
NATO bastion in tbe eastern 
Mediterranean. But there is a lot of 
caution and apprehension about the 
peace prospects. Political analysts 
point out that the “guldellnea'' 
agreed on by the two leaders are so 
loosely framed, that they could be 
given the widest possible interpreta- 
tion. And they could lead to months 
and months of fruitless negotiations. 


Mediterranean Sea 
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'■ Tlre^-first InstructJon to the 
negotiators says: "We are seeking 
an -tiildepemdent. non-aligned bl- 
communol federal Republic.” The 
main argument here 1s expected to 
centre on the powers of the federal 
government: the Greeks want a 
strong central government, the 
Turks want It as weak as possible. 

The second guideline deals with 
the most difficult issue blocking a 
settlement — tbe proportions of 
territory to be controlled by the two 
sides. It says: 'The territory under 
the administration of each communi- 
ty should be discussed in the light of 
economic viabUlty and productivity 
and land ownenhlp.” 

The TXirklsh Cypriots, who com- 
prised approximately 18 per cent of 
the Island’s population at the time of 
the 1974 TXirldsb Invasion, occupy 
about 36 per cent of the territory, 
roughUy the northem third. The key 
question is bow much territory the 
Turks are willing to give up. 
Denktash has said far is ready to 
reduce' the Turkiah-controlled area 
to 32.6 per cent, saying or rather 
claiming that this is the extent of 
land owned by the Turkish communl- 

The Ckeeks, who rely so much on 
their land registry records as well as 
files kept by the British colonial ad- 
ministration before 1960, maintain 
that land owned fay Turks does not 
exceed 17 per cent. Their official 
proposal to the Turkish side con- 
tained an offer of 20 per cent, while 
Archbishop Makarios said recently 
he was ready to raise tbe amount ot 
territory to remain under Turkish 


control to around 23 per cent. 

Denktash conceded at a recent 
press conference that "the 
difference between the two sides on 
this point is great, but the criteria as 
to how to go about determining the 
iMue have been agreed.” 

The question la which areas the 
'Dirks will pull back from. It is 
almost taken for granted that 
Famagusta, the seaside resort on the 
east, once called “the Miami of 
Cyprus,” will be handed back, so 
that its 90.000 Creek inhabitants can 
go back to their homes there. 
Fbmagusta new town has been seal- 
ed off by Turkish troops but has not 
been settled. But other areas, sucb 
as the rich, citrus-growing region 
around Iterphou west of Nicosia, 
may prove a real tone of contention. 
The Greek inhabitants want to 
return tiiere. the Turks want to keep 
ft. 

Diplomats agree that Archbishop 
Makarios has come a long w^ to 
meet tbe Turkish demand tor a 
"bizonal federation." He hae 
dropped his policy of a "long 
struggle" — at least for the time be- 
ing — and has agreed to negotiations 
wUfe some 30,000 Turkish mainland 
troops still hold tbe northern part of 
the Island. 

Denktash may angrily reject any 
American intervention or 
"pressuTW,” Imt he admits that his 
community has to rely on infusions 
of economic aid from Turkey in 
order to survive. The Carter ad- 
ministration intends apparently to 
use its Influence to promote a 
settlement. (Gexninl)

Sadat was also ambiguous when 
discussing his position on a Palesti- 
nian state.

Sadat reverted to using the 
word "state." But then, he laid 
another bombshell when he 
suggested that there should be two 
states.

Privately. American officials con- 
tinue to say that the Egyptian posi- 
tion on this crucial issue still seems 
fluid. No one here can really say 
whether or not Sadat is actu^y In 
favour of the creation of an Indepen- 
dent Palestinian state on the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip ~ despite his 
public protestations tbat he is In- 
deed. 

Similarly, top U.S. sources insist 
that Sadat might conae around in the 
end and accept some sort of very 
limited and temporary Israeli 
defence presence beyond Israel’s 
final legsil borders. Publicly, Sadat 
says this is impossible. "Sovereignty 
is indivisible,” he said. But the 
Americans note that there would be 
no question of sovereignty— it would 
be Egyptian — the only question be- 
ing whether Israeli securi^ forces 
could be stationed there tor a limited 
period. 

During tbe next several weeks, as 
Carter continues his meetings with

One thing is already certain;

If a goal can be found acceptable

On the bilateral level, the Sadat 
visit resulted in strcngUiened U.S. 
commitments to continue providing 
economic assistance in massive 
doses needed to meet Egypt’s dire 
financial problems. New cooperative 
schemes were discussed at a 
heightened awareness as both aides 
began to understand that it would be 
politically reckless for Garter to 
anger Congress and American 
public opinion by meeting Egypt's 
request for arms at this time.

It was the first international 
played by “^uth Africa for more than 
10 years following their suspension 
and later expulsion from the inter- 
national federation because of the 
country 's apartheid policy.

Watergate ju^e gets Hanafi case 


WASHINGTON (AP) . — Abdul Aziz, 
arrested tor weapons law violations 
in the wake of the Moslem 

seizure of three Washington 
buildiogs, will stand trial before U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica of 
Watergate renown. ' 


Aziz, son-in-law of Hanafi chieftain . 
Bamaas Abdul Khaalis, was ordered 
on Friday to appear for arraignment 
before Sirica on April 13. A federal 
grand Jury indicted him on seven 
counts on Thursday. 

He is charged with buying a 


revolver, rifle and shotgun last year 
In violation of a law that forbids 
purchase of weapons by convicted 
felons and persons eonunitted to' 
mental institutions. Aziz pleaded 
guilty to armed robbery and posses- 
sion of narcotic drugs In New York 
State in the 1960s and spent nine 
months in a mental hospital. 

During the 38-hour siege last 
month when TChaAito and 11 others 
held 184 p^ons hostage, Aaz acted 
as the Hanafis’ spokesman. He was 
not among the men Involved in the 
seizure.

TOK PERSONAIi tragedy entailed in the dramatic deciaion of 
Prime ICxiiater Yitzhak Rabin to resign aa head of the Labour 
Party's . Knes s e t list is today overshadowed by the fact that it 
has forced the Labour Parly to face a trauma it-sought to avoid 
since 1969. Since Prime ibriwiAtAf Bshkol's da nth in that year the 
■countiy's ruling party has tried its utmost to Avoid an internal 
confrontation on tiie- issue ^ its leadership succession. 

In that year Ifira. Meir <9as brous^ in as a s^-gap solution 
by the Mapai old guard to prevent a disastrous showdown 
between RaS's ‘Moshe Dayan and Ahdut ^’avoda’s Ylgal 
Allon. Meir's choice proved to be unesqiectedly succew^ 
but by the time of her resignation in 1974 the Mapcd wing of the 
party had to all Intents and purposes disappeared without hav- 
ing enaured a clear Une of succession among its middle echelon 
leaders. 

^le electlcm of Mr. Rabin In 1974 was a fluke in the disoriented 
sltuatUm following the Tom Kippur War and Mrs. Meir's 
resignation. Ih the ensuing three years Mr. RaUn failed to es- 
tablish his position as the tmchallenged leader of the party. IDs 
narrow win over Mr. Peres at the party conventionin February 
was more a refleotioh of vestiges of deep-seated suspicl<m and 
fear of a Feres candidacy than a vote of confldenoe In his own 
leadership. 

Mir. Perea would now'seem to be the only viable candidate to 
lead the troubled party in the most perilous electoral campaign 
of Its 29-year rule. The saving grace of tlila dramatic situation, 
from the point of view of the country and Its nerves, la that all 
the actions required for shifting gears within the Labour Party 
must be taken todigr and tomorrow thus eliminating the slow un- 
folding of events which usually Inform such political dramas. 

Mr. -Peres Is already faced with the first test of Us leadership: 
to maintain party unity Into elections. next few weeks 
will determine whether he can also infuse a demoralise party 
with the sense of enthusiasm and determlnafion essential lor 
keeping its losses on May 17 to a minimum. 

A package deal whereby Mr. AUon will become Minister of 
Defence Mr. Blban Fweigu Minister if Labour forma the 
neact government would seem to be sufficiently anchored In the 
political realities of the party to guarantee the necessary 
modicum of unity. The main problem with such an internal solu- 
tion is the posslblUty. given the personalitiea and poUtlcsl 
positions of the three men, that it could also perpetuate the dis- 
harmony among the leading three ministers which plagued the 
Rabin Cabinet during its three years. 

While Ahdut Ha'avoda's defectim from Labour may well be 
prevented by such a deal with Mr. Allon and by according a 
ministerial position to Mr. GaUll who was defeated for a place 
on Liaboiur's Knesset list hy a Central Committee vote last 
Thursday, the problem of keeping Mapam In the Labour Align- 
ment la more compleac. Mapam'a leader, Mr. Talmi, not to men- 
tion its more ideological and emotional second ra^ represen- 
tatives, has gone on record aa regarding a Peres premiership 
"unacceptable. " Mapam *s dilemma Is that if it leaves the Align- 
ment In j^que over Mr. Peres' selection it is knowing courtteg 
the possibility that the TAimd may outstrip Labour in the elec- - 
tions and be in a position to have Mr. Begin invited to form a. 
government. 

Fear of a Begin premiership may well prove to be the best an- 
tidote for Mapam 'a fear of a Labour Alignment headed ^ Mr. 
Peres.

Tgw PRIME MIMISTEIB’S sudden 
resignation has again brought to the 
tore the strong feelings that his 
slated successor, Mr. Peres, arouses 
among some sectors of the Labour 
Party and the Alignment. 

It ia probably the case that those 
who voted for Mr. Perea at the re- 
cent Labour Party convention did 
not harbour strong feelings against 
Rabin, but the same thing was not 
true in reverse. Given the deep- 
seated and longwCanding animodty 
towards Peires amongst some 
Labour stalwarta, it Is all the more 
remarkable that his popularity 
should nevertheless have grown to 
put him at the point where he stonda 
today. 

Some dislike his posture as. a 
*‘teefanocrat’* or pragmatist, which 
for his detractors means an 
“abeenee of ideology.f ney recall 
his slogan some years ago — “a ear 
for every 'worker" — Trtileta came, of 
course, before the disappearance of 
parUag space. Tliey also dislike his 
smooth ways, glibness and the 
Irregular way be rose in tiie party — 
on Ben-Gnrlon'a coattails. But for 
the newer generation, these old aoree 
are non-exlsteiit — witness hla sup- 
port at the party convention. 

Yet on one point even hla old 
adveraarlea In the Party might have 
second thoughts and conclude that it 
is better to come to toms with what 
Is more orlesa onaecompUshedfaet. 
The reference la to those “doves" in 
the party who have opposed Feres as 
a “faavA." 

They have contended that 
territorial oonoesaimis on the West 
Bank are Inevitable and, bolstered 
by the demographic argument, even 
desirable. Raising public expeo- 
tatlona to tiie contrary la dcstruetiiu, 
they believe. ' 

Now if the dovei are right then 
Peree ae Prime Minister will find 
hlmeeU in a poeltion on the queetlon 
of terrltorlee no different th^ aay, 
Rabin. 

And If. as. the dovee maintain, 
territorial eompromlae la Inevitable, 
who better than a hawk to carry it 
out? It wae preolaely for this reaaon 
that aome argued that this 
'‘historic'' role would be reserved for 
Ifr. Dayan. 

Ifr. Ferae haa espoused a “func- 
tional'* solution for the West Bank, 
wiiteh meana not giving it up bift also 
not annexBtlon, a solution advocated 
by.Dayan. Would he try to persuade 
the U.fi. of this idea, as Prime 
lOnlster? Certainly aueh an attempt 
would be no reason for doves to 
squirm. 

If, as e]q»ected, MT. Peres is Joined 
at the top by Ylgal Allon and Abba 
Eban who think differently about the 
West Bank, this would affect Feres' 
posture. But in any case all such 
speculations will have to await the 
result of the May polls and the kind 
of coalition that la established 
afterwards. 

What appears already clear 
however, ia that the dove-hawk divi- 
sion in the Labour Farty. however 
real or apparent It was and is, has 
now become completely blurred. 


THE USE in Israel of Arab labour 
from the West Bank and Gaza 
evokes different and opposing reac- 
tions. Some think that, on the whole. 
It has done more barm than good. 

A notod American scbolar’ln the 
field of linguistics, Noam Chomsky, 
foresees dismal prospects, bia.letter 
to the “New York Review of Books" 
(March 17); "Tbe ‘pass system* and 
ita consequences," be aaya, “will 
hardly he avoidable if the occupation 
continues, andSvith it reliance on 
cheap labour imported from th4 oc- ' 
eupied areas." 

One cannot help wondering 
whether, if the reverse had occurred 
and Arabs had been denied access to 
the Israeli labour market, Professor 
Chomsky might not with equal ter- ■ 
vour have criticised that too. 

“Israel" — his letter could 
reasonably have said — "Buffem a 
labour shortage. 'Ibere are Jobless 
Arabs in tbe adjoining areaa. The 
one Justification for a political oc- 
cupation la the abolition of economic 
barriers. But chauvinistic and 
racialist counsela prevailed, nie old 
slogan ‘Jewish labour only' has been 
resuscitated..." 


TUB free labour market that was 
instituted la not contingent on a eon-, 
tinued military oeeupatlon. ft could 
bridge frontiers too, aa happens in 
tbe European Common Market. 
Ihdeed there have been (according 
to sources in the Labour Ministry) 
discreet offen from across the Jor- 
dan to 'suppty workera lor employ- 
ment In Israel — offers which the 
Israeli authorities tactfully rejected. 

Tbe most beneficial result of tills 
free market has been a gradual 
reduction In the gap between wages 
in Israel ai^ tbe areas. In 1968 the 
average salary of laraelia was 
HA3.80 a day. Arab workers from 
the territories got 1LL0.20 a day. 

By 1975 the average for laraelia 
(Including braeli Arabs) was 
IL88.20, and for Arabs from the 
areas (those that got their Jobs 
through the labour exchange) 
IL5S.40. Diuing that period Arab ear- 
ning hod risen from 48A per cent of 
Israeli earnlnga to 60.5 per cenL 

Tnride the occupled areas, wages 
were initially lower still. The 
average in 1968 was tU.TO a day — 
half the pay gained by the com- 
ffluters, and less than a quarter of 
Israeli wages. In 1974/5 earnings 
were up to ILSS.a, which was almost 
three-quarters of tbe commuters' 
pay at the time, and 46 per cent of 
Israeli wages. 

Ihese calculations do-net take ac- 
count ot tbe much lower inoomea 
that had prevailed before tbe laraell 
occupation. Nor do they reflect the 
fact that more and more people are 
ean^ a living. Before the oeet^sr 
tion, unemployment was rife; but 
proper statistics ore not available 
for comparison, 

Between tbe years 1968 and 16T5, 
the proportion ^ adult Arabs in the 
labour force rose from S9.8 to 84.9 
per cent (of a population which had 
itself Increased hy 30 per cent) ; and 
the propo r tion of that labour forae in 
gainful emplosrment went up from 
86.9 to 99 per cent. 

The number earning an income by ' 
the work of their hands swelled dur- 
ing the seven fat years (1968 to 1976} 
by 60 per cent, or by 77 ,'800 persona. 
There Is leas unemployment in the 
areas today them In Israel 


THE REASON why this 
constructive-sounding process 
nevertheless mokes many people 
feel .uneasy ia that the Arabs worktng 
in Israel are concentrated In low- 
skill occupations. The wage for the 
Job is the same, whether tbe task is 
p erf o rm ed by Je w or Arab ; but more 
Arabs do menial tasks than Jews. 
That fact is reflected ia the com-

The sitaatim Is made worse by the 
fact that many Arabs evade the 
regulatiosa, even though the purpose 
of these controls Is precisely to pre- 
vent discrimination. At tiie pe^ (in 
1974), 68,700 people from the 
territorlea workrt in Israel, and 34,- 
000 of them, or oneuQdrd, “were 
“irregulars," or Vblaek Isbour" (to 
uae tiie popularpfarase) — who were 
not engai^ through the labour ex- 
changee. 

Not an were underpaid. The year 
1974 was a period of over-fuU 
employment, and Job-aeekera could 
impose their own terma. Borne 
wanted 6 per cent more in cash, and 
to hell with the fringe benefits. Small 
employers often found that a 
profitable arrangement, ttaouf^ il- 
legal. 

But there were other, weaker 
elements, fawinawy women workers 
and Juvenllea, who took meekly what 
they were Qiey responded to 

the local Arab rata or contact-man, 
instead of going through tiw otfieial 
ehaanela, were paid leas than 
union wages. 

The Cmtral Bureau of Statistics 
gives tiie average.;wage in 19T6 aa 
HA8.4D a day. ft those who went 
tfaro^h the labour exchange made 
1LB8AD (as Labour Ministry 
■tatistios indicate) , tiien the “black 
workers'' must have earned A- 
meagre HA4.20, or a little more than 
twenty-five per cent of salaries earn- 
ed by Israelis. This figure, 
moreover, Is less than the average 
wage prevailing inside the 
territories themselves. 

THB QUBBTION la whether a 
system which can be abused should 
be abolished. 

First of all, ie Its abolition 
physleaUy posslbler It came Into ex- 
istence of Ite own accord. The 
BUtboritieB did not encourage the in- 
flow of Arab labour: they merely 
tried to regulate it. ft pnsented a 
security problem; Ittiveatened to 
“deproletarianlse" the Jewish 
workera. (Solda Meir was,sgaiaat it, 
ao was Sapir, and so was Almogl 
(then Labour Minister) . In 1971 the 
(government fixed acelling of 40,000 
workers. More poured In Juet the 
eame. 

The administration did manage to 
prevent the Isbourera from settling 
inside the Israeli border, next te 
their workplaces. They have to go 
hack home every night — and 90 per 
cent of them comply. Qf..the^reBt, 
some have permite to stay, if there 
are apecia! reazona (suehaa.thcneed 
to work a second or third shift) .Borne 
stay without a permit. 

The merit of the present systam Is 
that earninga (they totalled ILTOOm. 
for labour-exdiange workera alone 
last year) are tanneUed back to the 
territories, since people tend to 
spead their mooey wbm they live, 
^e consequent accumulation of 
purchaalng-power in the territorlea 
activates local employmoit oppor- 
tunities. 

This process is visible in tbe 
steady muehrooming of wages. 
When a man could earn only taalf hjs 
Israeli salary in tbe territories, it 
was worth bis while to commute 
each day. Now that be can earn, 
right there in his own home town, 
U^e-quartKU of what the Iseoelis 


offer, he will think twice before tak- 
ing off. 

The number migrant woricera- 
baa In. fact' declined from 69,000 'In 
1974 to 64,000 In 1979. Ihcidentally, 
the number of orghnised wage- 
earaecF has rlaea -from 42,800 to 
46,500; ao the 'mimbec of “black"' 
workera must -have- dropped more 
steeply — fr6m'24.00p to 17,500. 

The cause Is not Just tiie recent 
decrease ,ln employment oppor- 
tunities in Israel, tiiougfa that la an 
Important .factor (eapecially.- in 
building). But demand. ..is. failing 
allghtly even for those'Joba that are- 
available. The shortage la f ett par- 
ticulaziy in agrlcultuiie, wheromoaf 
of the IrreguUur workers had 
‘filtrated. One' -Israeli -laimet 
stoppedgrowing strawbcizies 
80-dunam holdi^, and la aUfUng 
crops that require leas hand-labour. 

Ih addition to earning nnmey, tbe 
.Arabs are aequlriagakUla — and not 
Just at the. workplace,. Before the 
Israeli oeeiqMtion there wm no 
facliitiea for adult training, and only 
three vocational sehobla for 
■ Juvenllea. Today 85 vocational train- 
ing centres dot the territories, and 
one-tentik of the entire, labour force 
has been through Its Inatructloh 
eounies. 

TH&8B several factors * — full 
emplosrment In Ivael;. union. wages 
in Israel, enforced by tiie authorities 
(at least for labour-exchange 
workers) ; and the promotioa of 
technieid training have' an in- 
fluenoe which peroolates . alowly 
through the eoouomy of the 
teiritoriea* 

First of all, the Arabs still 
employed in Israel are working less, 
in buikUng and agrloulture, more la 
the manulaoturlng sector. ■ Tnie, 
they are not found in the 
sopUstloated electronic and soienoe- 
based industries. But la brsnobes 
like textile and food-prooessing 
(which are admittedly less well 
paid), th^ attain muohtha aamecc- 
cups^loaal spread — outetde the field 
of menagement — aa their XaraeU 
colleagues. 

Second, they qnaUfy Inereostogly 
for blgta-salary Jobe in the neighbour- 
ing Arab counMea, whoee artificial 
prosperity, fed by petio-doUaxa is 
well-knowfl. Some 16,000 took tfale op- 
portunity in 1075. 

niird moat Important, tiie 
overflow into Israel of surplus man- 
power, amounting to one-folrd foe 
labour force, haa for the-first time in 
Arab histeny mode human labour a 
valuable commodity. 

Unemploymfsit does not exiat and, 
what ie more, the famlHer practice 
of over-manning (using two or three 
men. to do the. woritd.ooe) Is dls- 
appeazlng also. Deprived at last of 
tha tcadltlonalabundsnce of low-cqst 
faireUn^, Arab farmeiii are begin- 
ning to mechanise; which helps 
them to pay the Ugl^ dmobunenta 
that' the shortage of Job-aeekera 
makM necesaary. 

The rise in living standards Is 
palpable, ^ree-qu^era of tbe 
town-dwelling fo. the West 

Bank now have an electric 
refrigerator, half have an electric 
wasUng-maefaine, and 66 per cent 
have a TV set. hi four yeora (From 
1973 to 1976) ownership of 
refrigerators among town-dwellers 
in the (*asa Strip shot up from 13 to 
44 per cent, TV sets from 14.6 to 44* 
per cent likewise, and gas or elec- . 
trical cooking stoves from 18.6 per 
cent in 1974 to 50 per cent two years 
Uter.
